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In announcing the symposium, Mr. Burns said the company had given 
consideration to many centennial projects, such as buildings, monuments 
and so on:

Promotional material on the event is being distributed to publications 
throughout the world and to selected universities and colleges in the 
Commonwealth and orth America.

SUBJECT: PURPOSE OF CENTENNIAL SYMPOSIUM EXPLAINED 


When the centennial committee of The Great-West Life Assurance Company 

began to look at possible centennial projects for the company many months 
ago, they went through dozens of ideas, many of them concerned with physical 
projects. According to Dr. Bob Beamish, chairman of the company's symposium 
committee, all these projects were finally rejected in favour of something 
“in the realm of the mind".

SUBJECT: GREAT MINDS TO GATHER AT CENTENNIAL SYMPOSIUM 


Dr. Bob Beamish, chairman of the committee which engineered the centennial 
symposium, Dilemmas of Modern Man, says 17 distinguished speakers have so 
far been confirmed for the gathering, to be held in Winnipeg October 27-30. 
The symposium, a centennial project of The Great-West Life Assurance Company 
of Winnipeg, will be split into six segments, each on a different problem 

of the modern world. 


The morning session of October 28 will open with a discussion of Genetics. 
The moderator has been confirmed as Dr. John L. Hamerton of Winnipeg and 
confirmed speakers include Sir Cyril Clarke of Liverpool and London, England, 


and Dr. Charles R. Scriver of Montreal. 


The afternoon session of the 28th, on Global problems, will be moderated by 
Dr. F. Kenneth Hare of the Department of the Environment. Confirmed speakers 
for this session are Dr. Aurelio Peccei of the Club of Rome and Maurice 
Strong, Executive Director of the U.N. Environment Program. 


On Tuesday, October 29, the morning session will be on Aging and the moderator 
will be Dr. J. A. MacDonell of the University of Manitoba. Confirmed speakers 
include Dr. Nathan Shock of Baltimore and Dr. Ferguson Anderson of Glasgow. 


The afternoon session, on Communication, will be moderated by Mme. Jeanne Sauve, 
Minister of State for Federal Government. Confirmed speakers include 

Dr. A. Davidson Dunton, Director of the Institute of Canadian Affairs at 
Carleton University in Ottawa; and Pierre Juneau, Chairman of the Canadian 

Radio and Television Commission (CRTC).

Dr. John Hamerton is a professor of Paediatrics-Genetics. 
He is Head of the Division of Genetics, Department of 
Paediatrics, and Director of the Department of Genetics, 
Health Sciences Centre, Winnipeg. 


Born in Great Britain, Dr. Hamerton received his Bachelor of 
Science and Doctor of Science (Human Genetics) from London 
University. 


He has maintained memberships in many learned societies: 

Royal Society of Medicine, New York Academy of Sciences, 
American Society of Human Genetics (President Elect, 1974), 
American Genetics Society, Society for Paediatric Research, to 
name but a few. 


Dr. Hamerton is presently a member of the Editorial Board 

on Cytogenetics, Chairman of the Genetics Subject Committee, 
Faculty of Medicine, Chairman of the iledical Research (Canada) 
Working Group on Prenatal Diagnosis of Genetic Disease. 


He has written for many publications and has authored 3 books. 


Sir Cyril Clarke 


Sir Cyril Clarke has been an Emeritus Professor and Nuffield 
Research Fellow of the Dept. of Genetics, University of 
Liverpool since 1972 (Prof. of Medicine, 1965-72, and Director, 
Nuffield Unit of iledical Genetics, 1963-72). 


He obtained his education at Gonville and Caius College, 
Cambridge, Guy's Hospital, University of Cambridge (MD 1937, 
SCD 1963).

Sir Cyril Clarke has travelled extensively as a lecturer, 
demonstrator, examiner and visiting professor. 


He has been president of the Royal College of Physicians of 
London since 1972, and was President of the Liverpool ‘ledical 
Institution in 1970-71. He received a gold metal in therapeutics 
from the Worshipful Society of Apothecaries (1970). His 
publications include: Genetics for the Clinician (1962); 

Selected Topics in Medical Genetics (1969): Human Genetics and 
iledicine (1970). 


Prof. C. A. Clarke was made a Knight of the British Empire on 
January 2, 1974. 


Dr. Charles R. Scriver 

Dr. Charles R. Scriver is a leading Canadian geneticist. A 

native of ilontreal, Dr. Scriver studied medicine at McGill 
University and is presently affiliated with the iiontreal Children's 
Hospital in several capacities: physician in paediatric medicine; 
co-director of both the Human Genetics Centre and the :iedical 
Genetics Reference Centre, iicGill University - Montreal Children's 
Hospital Research Institute: and director of the deBelle Laboratory 
for Biochemical Genetics. Dr. Scriver teaches paediatrics at 
McGill and is an associate professor of genetics with the Biology 
Department. In addition, Dr. Scriver is an associate member of 

the Human Genetics Research Centre at Laval University. 


Dr. Scriver is a recipient of numerous scientific awards and 
honors and holds membership in several Canadian and International 
scientific societies. He has served on a number of important 
research committees concerned with nutrition, paediatrics, 
experimental medicine, health care, heredity disease and medical 
education.

In addition he has held various positions at 
the University of London: Prof. and Head of Geography at Kings 
College (1964-66); In University, /lember of the Senate, and of 
Collegiate, Extramurals and external councils (1966-68); Board 

of Studies in Geography (1964-63); and Chairman, Special Advisory 
Board on Conservation (1966-68).

From 1968-69, he was President of the University of British 
Columbia. 


He is presently a Director of John 'Jiley and Sons (Canada Ltd.) 
and in the United States is a Director and iember of the 
Executive of the Board, Resources for the Future, Inc. 


Dr. Hare has written for many publications and has contributed 
to several books. 


‘ir. Maurice Strong 
ir. Strong is a native Manitoban who lived and was educated in 
Oak Lake, fianitoba. 


He is presently Secretary-General of the United Nations 
Conference on the Human Environment. 


ir. Strong came to the United Nations from the Government of 
Canada, where for over four years, he headed the Canadian aid 
and development programme. He had become Director-General 

of the External Aid Office on October 1, 1966 with the rank of 
Deputy iiinister. The role of the organization was subsequently 
enlarged; it was re-designated as the Canadian International 
Development Agency, and iir. Strong became President as well as 
Chairman of the Canadian International Development Board. 


During this period he also served as an Alternate Governor of 
the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development, the 
Asian & Caribbean Development Banks and had principal respon- 
sibility for Canada's participation in the United Nations 
Development Programme. He headed the Canadian Delegation to a 
number of international meetings.

Prior to joining the Canadian Government in 1966, Iir. Strong 
had extensive experience in the field of business and public 
affairs. He lived for over a year in Canada's Eastern Arctic 
and since then has had a continuing interest in the peoples 
and problems of Northern regions. 


Dr. Aurelio Peccei 
Born in Turin, Italy in 1903, Aurelio Peccei graduated from 
the University of Turin, Summa Cum Laude Doctorate in Economics. 


Dr. Peccei was active in World War II Resistance Movement in 
Italy and spent one year in jail. 


He is presently Chairman of the Board (1971-) and President 
(1957-) of Italconsult, Rome. Dr. Peccei is a founder-member 

and member of the Executive of the Club of Rome.* As well, 

he is currently a Vice Chairman (for Europe), of the International 
Institute for Environment and Development, London. 


He is very active in the study of the problems of modern society 
and is fostering projects and schemes of international cooperation, 
particularly for the benefit of developing countries. 


*The Club of Rome...an informal organization that can aptly be 
described as an "invisible college". Its purposes are to 

foster understanding of the varied but interdependent components - 
economic, political, natural and social - that make up the global 
system in which we all live; to bring that new understanding to 
the attention of policy-makers and the public world-wide; and in 
this way to promote new policy initiatives and action.

Speakers: Dr. flathan Shock 
Since 1941, Nathan Shock has been Chief of the National 
Institute of Child Health and Human Development and Chief 
of the Gerontology Research Centre, Baltimore City Hospitals, 
Baltimore, Maryland. 


Born in Lafayette, Indiana, Dr. Shock obtained his Bachelor 

of Science in Chemistry and Master of Science in Organic 
Chemistry from Purdue University in 1926 and 1927. Subsequent 
to this, he received his Ph.D. in Physiological Psychology from 
the University of Chicago in 1970. 


He is the distinguished recipient of many honors and awards 
including the Modern Medicine Award (1966), the Distinguished 
Service Award, American Heart Foundation (1964), Distinguished 
Research Award, Gerontology Society (1965), Superior Service 

Award, U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare (1965), 
President of the International Association of Gerontology (1962-72), 
and was recipient of the First Annual award for outstanding 
contribution to the Biomedical Sciences and Aging by the Ancrus 
Gerontology Centre at the University of Southern California, 
Fepruary 13, 1973. 


Or. Ferguson Anderson 

Professor William F. Anderson has concentrated his life and 

efforts on preventive aspect of Geriatric iiedicine and Organization 
of Geriatric Services. 


He received his M.B. CH. B. (Hons.) from Glasgow in 1936. In 
addition to this, he graduated with a i1.B. (Hons. and Bellahouston 
Gold Medal) from Glasgow in 1942.

Professor Anderson is Honorary Chairman of the European Clinical 
Sector of the International Association of Gerontology. He is 
also Chairman of the Strathclyde Home of the Marie Curie 
Foundation, and Consultant in Organization of Patient Care, the 
World Health Organization. 


He was a senior Lecturer in Medicine at the Welsh ational 
School of Medicine and an Honorary Consultant Physician at 
Cardiff Royal Infirmary (1949-52). Professor Anderson held 

a Temporary Consultantship for the World Health Organization, 
Israel, in 1967 and 1970. In addition to this he was a visiting 
professor of Medicine at Harvard Medical School in 1973. He 
lectured in Geriatrics iledicine in Oslo, Caracas, Reykavik, 
Paris, Baltimore and ‘lew York during 1973. 


Professor Anderson was awarded the St. Mungo Prize and Gold 
Miedal, Glasgow in 1967. He will be honored this year with the 
Edward Henderson Lecture Award of the American Geriatric Society.
